CHARi.rsTOi.,¡September4¡h.—Last night’s 
shock has served to greatly im pair confi­ 
dent!'. Nearly all the t ople slept or re­ 
mained cut of doors during the night. The 
great dread now is tbeapproachof the equi­ 
noctial gales, which always have been dis­ 
astrous in Charleston. In fact, last y e ars 
disasters were so groat as to attract national 
attention. Ii is estim ated that every house 
in the city has had its foundation shatterc-d 
by th e earthquakes. W alls have been rent, 
chim neys aud steeples are off their square, 
and there is nothing sound about the city. 
If the equinoctial gale is of u ual severity, 
and should strike the city before consider­ 
able repairs can be made, nearly every 
house in the city would be blown down. 
T he gale comes sometimes as late as the 
first week in Senteruber. but last year it 
came in the last week of August. 
It will 
thus be seen that the city is in im m inent 
dan.'cr at any moment. 
The storm would 
cause such a crashing of tim ber, brick and 
m ortar as was never before heard of. The 
tem perature has changed so as to warn 
people that-the storm is at hand. The ef­ 
fects of a week's storm and a pelting rain 
upon houseless women and children would 
be appalling. S is ladies are reported to be 
dying from flight. The effort made early 
yesterday to clear away the debris has been 
abandoned, and the people are settling 
back into the m elancholy of yesterday. 
Two A ldermen from each ward, with three 
citizens, have been appointed to condemn 
unsafe buildings. 
Berkeley. the Chairman 
of the committee, has entered upon his du­ 
ties. 
Ho knows not what to do, w hereto 
begin or where to stop. 
H e freely declares 
that if a fire had swept the city it would 
have been preferable, fur in that case the 
insurance would have helped to repair the 
waste places. 


A SHOWER OK PEBBLES. 
The sensation to-day is the falling of a 
shower of pebbles in th e ’ower part of the 
city. The first fall was at 7:110 o’ciock tiiis 
m orning and tiie second occurred a t about 
I I o’clock. They were seen to fall in a 
slanting direction from south to north. 
There are morsels of flint among them ,and 
all arc plainly abraded ami worn by the 
action of water. 
Some few have sharp 
fractures and have evidently been reccntly 
broken. The fact of the fall is vouched 
for by several trustw orthy persons. 
The 
bulk of the pebbles fell around the AVte.t 
anil Courier office. 
T he bar or harbor of Charleston has not 
been affected bv the earthquake. Sound­ 
ings taken on W ednesday show seventeen 
and one-lialf feet of water in South Chan­ 
nel one hour before high water, and in 
Pum pkin H ill Channel sixteen and one- 
half feet of water. There is absolutely no 
deterioration. 


THE CITY a MELANCHOEY RCIN. 
Charleston is a m elancholy ruin, alm ost 
beyond restoration. 
Very few buildings 
are entirely throw n down, but looking 
along the streets one see? that the houses 
are alm ost robbed of their chimneys, and 
that the sidewalks, and in some places the 
roadways, are tilled with heaps of bricks, 
stucco, twisted railings and broken glass. 
Here and there you come across buildings, 
the front or rear walls of which have been 
thrown down, and more frequently the 
bricks under the gables, down to the cor­ 
nices, are upon the ground. 
The city still stands, but from South 
Battery walk, lined with the dism antled 
residences of the w ealthier people, clear 
across to the Cooper river, one goes from 
street to street and from house to house to 
find that no one is uninjured, while m any 
of those that stand, afu-r defying tiie energy 
of the earthquake, threaten to fall. M any 
of them , mid it is not extravagant to say a 
quarter of the num ber, will have to be 
taken down. There are about 12,000 or 
15,000 buildings in the city. 
To replace a 
quarter of this num ber will cost $4,000,000 
or $5,000,000 according to the estim ates of 
moderate persons. 
About $30,000 in cash has been received 
for the sufferers, and the indications are 
that several times that am ount would be 
forwarded. 
A reporter made a detour of 
the city to-day and was surprised to find so 
m uch wrecked property which had before 
escaped the eves of the press representa­ 
tives. 
At least four out of live of all the 
buildings are damaged more or less. City 
Assessor Kcllv save that the loss nil! reach 
$10,000,000.

A GENUINE VOLCANO. 
A party ot colored men reached Sum ­ 
merville last evening from a point fifteen 
m iles distant, aud they relate tiie most ex­ 
traordinary occurrence that has happened 
yet. They declare that a genuine volcano 
has appeared and is now vom iting heated 
bluish m ud. They swear that this mud is 
throw n to a liight of tw enty feet, and that 
it is rushing down the hillsides in boiling 
torrents. 
Peculiar rocks have been ejected 
and lurid flames were seen to issue through 
the crevices of an earth chasm over 200 feet 
in length and about four feet wide. A t the 
opening they found m any sm aller fissures. 
A sulphurous odor impregnates the air and

conies over 
every 
one who 
breathes it. These statem ents seem incred­ 
ible, but there is no way yet of verifying or 
exposing them . 


THE SITUATION APPALLING. 
New Y ork, September 5tli.—The New 
York Tribune's Charleston special sa y s: 
The situation at this hour (7 p . m .) is ap­ 
palling. As m any people that can are 
ieaving the city, but m any thousands can­ 
not get «way. The shock at, 11:45 o'clock 
lust night was an awful surprise to the peo­ 
ple, wiio had indulged in the hope that it 
was over. 
The inefficiency of the city ad­ 
m inistration adds much to the general de­ 
moralization. T he police force is entirely 
insufficient, and the other departm ents of 
the city government are equally useless. 
The lowest class of negroes have taken 
possession of the public squares and parks, 
to the exclusion of thousands of white 
women and children, who are driven to the 
necessity of risking death in their shattered 
homes or of m ixing in the m ultitude of 
frantic and frenzied negro women of the 
lowest class. 
Even the more respectable 
class of colored people are kept away from 
the parks. The acting Mayor and Chief of 
I’olice appear to be paraly7.cd. A m eet­ 
ing of 
the City 
Council 
was 
held 
Friday, from which the reporters were ex­ 
cluded. although the public is anxious to 
know through w hat channels the much- 
needed relief is to be administered. Thous­ 
ands of dollars in the shape of help have 
bec-n offered, but as yet no means have 
been provided for its distribution. The 
most pressing need at this tim e is fur tents. 
Ninety hospital tents arrived from W ash­ 
ington this m orning, but they are not yet 
distributed. These are not enough to sup­ 
ply the hundredth part of the needs of the 
people. 
“ In God's nam e," said a prom i­ 
nent citizen, “ let those who can do so send 
tents here. The September gales will soon 
be upon us, and not one building in a h un­ 
dred in the city will he inhabitable. Be­ 
sides this, people are afraid to sleep tinder 
roofs, and prefer to sleep in the open air 
rather than in houses. T heir needs can 
only be supplied by tents, and unless 500 
tenis are soon sent here there will be great 
distress.”

ANOTHER SHOCK LAST NIGHT. 
C h a r le st o n, September 5th.—There was 
another shock at 11:05 to-night. 
It was not 
severe, and the duration was about two sec­ 
onds. The prevailing belief is that the 
worst is over, and that the inhabitants are 
reasonably secure from further visitations 
oí earthquake. This belief is based m ainly 
upon assurances of scientists, who say 
there is only the slightest probability of a 
recurrence of more powerful shocks after 
the lapse of so m uch tim e. 
W ith a feeling 
of comparative security thus engendered, 
the citizens who left tiie city in such hot 
haste to elude the danger have begun to 
return in sm all num bers, and visitors and 
sight-seers are putting in an appearance. 
Four times as many people were registered 
for dinner at the hotels to day than at any­ 
time since the visitation of the earthquake, 
and all available rooms at l!n> various hotels 
are engaged for to-night. 
Few, if any, of 
these rooms would be occupied in case of 
another shock, anil th at may come with 
the pressure of the tide at m idnight. Very- 
few of the regular inhabitants will return 
to their hom es during the week. 
In fact it 
is only the most daring of strangers who 
yet venture iuside of a building, and these 
do so because they have no true apprecia­ 
tion of the effect a severe shock would 
have at this tim e, w hen the houses hang 
together by slender threads.

T he 
thirty-third annual agricultural, 
m echanical and 
live stock 
exhibition, 
under the auspices of the State Board of 
Agriculture, opens to-day in this city. In 
m any respects it prom ises to be the most 
notable of any in the history of the State, 
and naturally so, as the com m onwealth is 
yearly enlarging its scope in all branches 
of industry. Indeed, so great has become 
the stock-breeding industry, for instance, 
that the accommodations at the Park are 
now w holly inadequate to the demand for 
housing space for cattle, horses, sheep, 
swine, etc., intended for exhibition. 
Yes­ 
terday no less than eighteen carloads of 
live stock arrived in the city, and every 
train that arrives to-day and to-morrow 
will brine more. The State Society is now 
am ply provided with pavilion room for 
exhibits of the industrial and mechanical 
arts, bu t there are already upward of 100 
applications on lile for the space at the 
Park in excess of the num ber of stalls to 
be disposed of. 
It is apparent to all 
familiar with the situation that bv next 
year there will he required from 200 to .'500 
more stalls than the Society now owns, for 
tiie accommodation 
of exhibitors’ live 
stock. 
The Stale is growing, and the 
society 
m ust 
keep 
pace 
with 
it, 
if its annual exhibitions in the future are 
to be such as wiil do justice to the State’s 
continued development of its almost lim it- 
Ipss resources. The Board of Agriculture 
has, however—owing to the improvements 
made of late years, both at the Park and 
the Pavilion—some $30,000 of obligations 
outstanding, and it is not in a position to 
go ahead and m ake the desired and really 
necessary improvem ents. 
There should, 
therefore, be a liberal appropriation made 
by the 
State for improving the stock 
grounds, increasing their capacity, and 
placing them on a par w ith those of other 
and less prosperous States. 
If this were 
done, the State Board could soon pay off 
its indebtedness and then be squarely " nn 
its feet.” These annual State Exhibitions 
have become recognized and im portant ad­ 
juncts to the developm ent of the resources 
of the commonwealth. 
Iiree ers of line 
stock now come thousands of miles to com­ 
pete for the State prem ium s and to find a 
m arket for their cattle, horses, sheep, etc., 
thus stim ulating a spirit of em ulation 
among the citizens of this State. The 
same condition of affairs exist in regard to 
manufactures and other industrial callings. 
T he Directors of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture—the gentlemen who give their 
lim e and talents to furthering the material 
interests of their fellow-citizens—receive no 
pay for their services; and outside of their 
sacrifices o f time, etc., it probably costs 
each a sum yearly, out of his own means, 
equivalent to a fair salan’. Their labors 
are in the interests of the agriculturist, 
stock bleeder, m erchant, m anufacturer and 
workers in the field of fine arts; and it 
should be the duty of all such citizens to 
help foster the institution and place it upon 
such a perm anent foundation as to insure 
the grand results aimed at. 
It is proper at 
this tim e—just upon the eve of the inaugu­ 
ration of an im portant annual exhibition— 
to 
call 
public 
attention 
to 
these 
fact3, 
for 
there 
have 
been 
times 
in the past 
when 
the 
very 
citizens 
in position to reap the m ost direct and sub­ 
stantia! benefits from the labors of the 
State A gricultural Society, were 
either 
lukewarm in their advocacy of its interests 
or thoughtlessly aided in obstructing its 
progress. 
In short, these State exhibitions 
ire for the public benefit, and not, like 
those conducted by private institutions, for 
mere money-m aking purposes. AH the peo­ 
ple of the State are benefited by them either 
directly or indirectly, and every dollar re­ 
ceived is disbursed among the industrial 
and laboring classes. 
NOTES OF rBF.PAKATION. 
Matters at the stock grounds will not 
reach an interesting condition for a couple 
of days yet, and in the m eantim e the offi­ 
cers of the society will do everything possi­ 
ble to meet the wants of intending exhibit­ 
ors. The Pavilion, however, will be thrown 
open to-night, notw ithstanding the fact 
that several exhibitors are behindhand in 
getting their goods in proper order. It 
seems next to impossible to devise a plan 
that will bring exhibitors in on time, and 
the s ■ ity can only make the best of the 
situation, which is about the same every 
year. 
It will require perhaps a day or two 
yet to get all the exhibits in order, but in 
¡lie m eantim e people will find the new ex­ 
position building a pleasant place to visit. 
There will be quite a num ber of new 
and novel features connected with this 
fair that cannot fail to interest and ellicit 
the adm iration of all visitors. The Pavil­ 
ion has been am ply and tastefully deco­ 
rated for the occasion, and of evenings 
there will be a perfect ilood of light from 
no less than eighty electric lamp3 and in­ 
num erable gas jets. Of the former, thirty 
will be of the Brush patent (3,000 candle- 
power each), ami fifty, of 2,000 candle- 
power each, will be of the Vanderpool 
patent, such as arc used in Chicago. The 
latter system, which is said to be a very 
tine one, lias never before been tried on 
this coast. 
More space than usual has 
been provided for county displays and fruit 
exhibits, 
in these departm ents more than 
ordinary excellence will be attained. 
THE NEW TICKET SYSTEM. 
There bas been so much trouble in past 
years about admission to the Park and Pa­ 
vilion. that this year the Directors have 
adopted a new system in regard to season 
tickets, which they hope may cause less 
contusion and annoyance to visitors, and 
at the same time prevent imposition upon 
the society. To explain the m any shifts 
and methods resorted to each year to 
“ beat” the society would require more 
space than can be spared tor the purpose, 
albeit the exposures would not only inter­ 
est but astonish the average reader. 
But, 
for the information of persons attending 
the present fair, the features of this year’s 
system are explained as follow s: 
Single admissions to Park or Pavilion 
will be 50cents, as usual, on which no re­ 
turn checks will be issued. 
O f season tickets there are two kinds— 
double mid single. They are alike in all 
respects, except as hereinafter explained. 
On the face of each is printed the follow 
in g : 
Park — Morning — 9 ,10,11,12, IS, 14.15,10,17,14- 
Park-A fternoon—9, 10.11, l.', IS, li. 1;., 16,17, is- 
Pavilion - 6, 7, 8, 9,10, 11, 12, IS, 14, 15,16,17. IS. 
W hen the holder of the ticket presents it 
at the Park in the m orning or afternoon, 
the gatekeeper punches the figures corre­ 
sponding with that dav, and the sam e 
thing is done at the Pavilion, except that it 
is good for both day and evening at the 
latter place. 
W hen punched at the Park 
gate the ticket cannot again be used until 
the tim e for thenextadm issionarrives,and 
therefore cannot be passed to some person 
on the outside and used to adm it him . as has 
so often been done with the old-style tick­ 
ets. On the backs of the double season 
t:cket are printed the following instruc 
tions : 
Ttiis ticket will adm it the owner, accompanied 
by any lady, and one child under fifteen years 
of ago, to the Park m oraine and afterai'on. and 
the Pavilion day and evening, during the State 
Fair of 1SS6. It mnst not be presented by- any 
person other than the original owner, under 
penalty of forfeiture. as the name is sot txans- 
i ki’.am.K in any sense. It must be signed on 
the face, by the owner, at tim eof purchase. 
The single season ticket admits one per­ 
son only under the above conditions. In 
other respects it is like the double season 
ticket. The price of the latter is $5. and of 
the single seasou ticket $3. The tickets an 
inclosed in pasteboard envelopes, on the 
outside of which are printed these explana­ 
tions :

Although not m entioned on the tickets, 
children under 10 years o f age will be ad­ 
m itted free when accompanied by their pa­ 
rents: otherwise they m ust pay 25 cents each. 
A double season ticket—also a iife-mem- 
bership family ticket—will adm it those en­ 
titled to admission thereon if they come 
together, but wiil not perm it separate ad­ 
missions. 
If the purchaser of a double 
season ticket cannot accompany the lady 
and child (or children), the purchase of aii 
additional siogFe season ticket wiil over- 
eotue the difficulty'. 


If tills system e l tickets shall tail to give 
satisfaction ti.ts year, the D im a ora will 
consider the advisability of abolishing sea­ 
son tickets altogether, and having only 
single admission tickets for 
I’ark and 
Pavilion. 
It rem ains to be seen how the 
new system will work, but it does not re­ 
quire a prophet to foretell the unhappiness 
that is in store for the ticket clerks during 
the coming fortnight.

C onfirm atory R ep o rts o f th e S u rren d er o f 
G erón im o. 


N o g a l e s , September 5th.—McNair, who 
lias arrived here from Cnlabasas, saysq.ieu- 
tcnant Clark, who arrived at Catabasas last 
evening, informed him that he had received 
intelligence from General Miles that Geró­ 
nim o came to Lawton's troops saying the 
Indians were out of provisions and am m u­ 
nition, and were faint and hungry, and 
would give up their arms and surrender 
unconditionally. This is glorious news for 
the people of Arizona and New Mexico. 
The business of the Territory will now re­ 
sume its healthy air of prosperity, and re­ 
new its m ining, agricultural and cattle 
enterprises, which were during the Indian 
war abandoned entirely. The people have 
been fleeing to the sm all towns for safety, 
and those living in the towns were afraid 
to venture into the settlements. This ends 
one of the most successful Indian raids on 
record. 
The hostiles were on the w arpath 470 
days, during which tim e they have m ur­ 
dered over 400 people. D uring this tim e 
not over ten Indians have heen killed. Too 
much cannot be said of the untiring exer­ 
tion and vigilance of Captain Lawton, who 
bas been in the field three m onths. 
He 
has been on the move incessantly, and the 
people owe it to him and his brave soldiers 
that the Apache war is about over.

been winked at or approved by tbe com­ 
pany's managers, and as they are the direct 
representatives of tbe stockholders, it will 
not do for (lie stockholders to hold that 
their own bad acts or negligence bar out 
the legal rights of people who honestly 
bought the company’s bonds. Yesterdn’v 
was the last day for depositing without 
penalty securities tinder the Fleming-W is- 
tar plan, save as to income bonds and stock 
of the company. 
Last night a representa­ 
tive of the committee said there had been 
deposited ill approval 92 per cent, of bonds, 
or $2*.920,000 out of a total of $31,700,000, 
while $1,000,000 was pledged, and will be 
deposited in a few days. 
C. P. H untington, speaking of his Chesa­ 
peake ami Ohio Railroad Company, yes­ 
terday said that the line has heen about the 
only road in sim ilar territory that has 
m aintained rates. 
A syndicate of capitalists interested in 
tbe St. Joseph and and Grand Island Rail­ 
road has been getting ready to build a sys­ 
tem of feeders to that line, for which they 
lately subscribed $1,000,000. The extension 
into Nebraska territory will be pushed for­ 
ward at once. The p’ans of the new lines 
have been lately exam ined by W all-strect 
railroad m en and pronounced valuable. 
There are now rum ors of an extension of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe to C hi­ 
cago. This special dispatch was received 
and generally credited as semi-official in 
W all street yesterday, from Boston.

the ground, and had one of his legs broken. 
He prays for damages in the sum of $10.000. 
Four hundred and sixty-one im m igrants 
arrived in this city last week.

Concluding Proceedings 
or 
the State 
Convention on Saturday. 
The Democratic State Convention re­ 
assembled at Odd Fellow ’s H all on Satur­ 
day forenoon. T he hour to which adjourn­ 
m ent was made was 10 a. m., but it was 11 
o’clock before the presiding officer called 
to order, and the San Francisco delegates 
were not even then in their seats. Im m e­ 
diately upon calling to order, D. S. Terry, 
of San Joaquin, introduced the following, 
which was unanim ously adopted. 
Hr*,lent That we demand tlio enactment of a 
law wlieieby the supplies furnished to all asy­ 
lums, pristáis, hospitals. almshouses and other 
institutions under tlie control of the State or of 
counties, chics and towns of the State, shall be 
the product ot white labor only, and we pledge 
that the same shall be made the law of the 
State when the Democracy shall have control 
of the Legislature. 
Moffat of Alameda presented the follow­ 
ing. which was also adopted : 
J.vnirfd . That Ave indorse the coarse of Hon. 
George Hearst in the toiled states Senate, ami 
appreciate the timely sendees rendered by him 
to the Democratic party. 
The following was introduced by Gillis 
of Siskiyou, and adopted hv a rising voto : 
Rrrolrrrl, That in the death of the Hon. Wil­ 
liam Irwin California lias lost *ue of*hcr nobio 
sons, and the Democracy an able counselor and 
guide; that although curried along by the rapid 
whirl of pressing events we pause* to drop a 
word of sympathy to the memory of the citizen, 
statesman and patriot. 
The following purely Pem ocralie resolu­ 
tion was introduced by Creegan, a party 
wheel-horse of San Francisco. 
J.Vre.’ird, That this Convention, representing 
the entire Democracy of the State, most respect­ 
fully and very earnestly request our President, 
Grover Cleveland, and also the heads ot the va­ 
rious departments in Washington and Calitor- 
nia, to immediately remove every offensive par­ 
tisan in the employ of tho United .States. We 
are entering on a mighty struggle In our state, 
and need the assistance of honest and true men 
Inal! these places, which justly and fuirlv be­ 
long to us. 
Creegan commenced to fortify his reso­ 
lution by m aking a red-hot “ to-ihe-victore- 
belongs-the-spoils” speech, hut was pre­ 
vented after proceeding a short distance in 
oratory by cries of “ Tim e," “ Sit down,” 
etc. It was not that he was not preaching 
strict Democratic doctrine and true Bour­ 
bon principles—and really the only prin­ 
ciples the party has—but his innocence in 
giving the party away so frankly was more 
than the Convention could stand, and so it 
“ sat down upon him .” 
W hen he found 
he cm ld not be heard, he took his seat, but 
continued to 
m utter 
som ething about 
“ muzzling the ox that treadeth out the 
corn," and “ shutting out the only real 
Democratic resolutions th at has been of­ 
fered.” 
G. W 
Teifress, of Tehama, poured oil 
upon 
e troubled waters by offering the 
following, but which, to the ordinary citi­ 
zen, was a very similarly-colored kettle as 
that of Mr. Cregans : 
Whereas, III the election ot Grover Cleve­ 
land, President of the United Stales, the people 
gave a decided expression as to the change in 
the government of this nation: and whereas, 
the Republican party lias been ill office for the 
last quarter of a century, to the exclusion of 
every Democrat, in subordinate positions of 
trust; therefore be It 
Rcantrrd, That ilie Democratic party of the 
State of California demands the removal of 
every Republican now in office by appointment, 
except those holding under civil service retorm, 
and that Democrats be appointed in their 
places. 
This appetizer for the hungry faithful 
was prom ptly and unanim ously adopted.

Jo h n .Joancrieli Com m its Suicide on the 
K ank of th e Klver. 
Yesterday m orning the body of a man 
Was found on the bank of the river, about 
a m ile and a h a lf below the town of W ash­ 
ington. T he deceased had evidently taken 
a seat upon the stum p of a tree, and then 
shot himself, the bullet entering the right 
tem ple and passing out on the opposite side 
of the head. Justice .Scully, of W ashing­ 
ton, wan notified, and by means of a boat 
secured the body and subsequently held an 
inquest upon it. 
Deceased was identified 
as John Joanovich, for m any years engaged 
in the restaurant business in Ibis city! A t 
one tim e he was proprietor of an establish­ 
m ent on J street, above Fourth, which was 
destroyed by fire, and latterly he started a 
little place on the west side of Second 
street, north of J. 
So far as known, he 
was last seen in Sacram ento on W ednes­ 
day of last week, when lie was under 
the influence of liquor. There were found 
upon his person a six-shooter, watch, $5.30 
in coin and other articles, including a vial 
of arsenic, which had not been opened. 
The jq ry returned a verdict of death from 
a pistol-shot wound, self-inflicted, with 
suicidal intent. T heretuains were brousht 
to 
this 
city, and are at W . J. Kav- 
anaugh’s undertaking 
rooms. In this 
connection 
it 
m ay 
be 
m entioned 
that 
the 
police 
have 
been 
under 
the impression that the deceased was in 
some way connected with the attempted 
robbery of the Keystone m ine at Amador, 
about a m onth ago, which resulted in the 
death of the w atchm an from injuries re­ 
ceived at t he hands of the two men engaged 
in thealTair. A week ago Saturday, it will 
be recollected, two men attem pted to rob 
the M ilton ranch, near A m ador City, and 
Constable Love and a posse followed the 
robbers up, bad a fight with them , arrested 
one, and wounded the other, who got 
away. 
These two men are supposed to 
he the sam e who m ade the attem pt at the 
Keystone mine. 
The theory of the police 
was that Joanovich procured the chloro­ 
form which the robbers used, and other­ 
wise quietly aided them . 
If their suspi­ 
cions are correct, it is probable that the 
deceased, learning of the arrest of one, and 
the probability of the other soon being 
caught, put an end to his life, fearing that 
his connection witli the robbers would soon 
become known. 
Jlis friends do not be­ 
lieve, however, that the suspicions against 
him were well founded, or that he would 
countenance such proceedings.

WHEREA?, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
third 5 of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting iu favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, oí the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used iu this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises ami all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; junrlded, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exemnt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provid'd further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided iu Seeiion Ten of this article; and, 
provid'd further, that the Legislature mav pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of au ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents »f this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sf.c. S. The Legislature shad, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, exc* pt railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten ot this article, owned 
r»y such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
li’is control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
first Monday iu March. 
* 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district iu which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a hulf per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first dav of December 
next preceding, which lax shall be in lieu of 
all other State aud county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucn railroad, ana npon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to sucn cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross annual earnings earned during the. year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preeeriing, of all railroads, shall bo, annually, 
before the first davof May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by tne .State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that, 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all coses 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the grras an 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
First■ The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been tam ed wholly 
within this State. 


.Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly witbin this 
State and partly without this ttlate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta’es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
milesof such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to’“•he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been mnde. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the comings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shajl be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings oi such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment aud taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall lie 
treated aí one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General Fund of this 
State, and two thirJs thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties In which said railroad h 
situated, in proj>ortion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall tie treated asacoucty. Any corpo­ 
ration, associa1 ion. partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to nay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty day* thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right Cooperate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore In thiasection designated, and may 
be enforced in »uch manner a? the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, ro far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall l e subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purpose» voted by 
the electora of the district, at a s|K*i.ial election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated witbin the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithrtandiag. 
And all railroads, as far >ls they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, ‘hall be subject to au ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop 
erty situated therein, anything in thia article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
bu-lines-» in this .State, or any one cr more of 
them, In such cases and amounts and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. L.o Court 
within this State shall have power, by injnnc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere v. ith, binder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
iaine property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the aamo year, and then 
onlj upon payment to the Tax Collector, orintc 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one ol 
the ttíJtcss so laid upon the property in question; 


provided, that in aii eases actions may be main­ 
tained against the Tax Collect »r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under Drotest. A11 snch action» 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
snch Illegal taxes have been paid. It shall bo 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tion», and sucn taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Col.ector, or such other 
officer a» the 1 iu is! ature may d.'slguate, until 
such notions shall have been finally decided.

Nothing in this amendment shall Effect any 
assessment or tax heretofore ma le or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ceouuiof any such asscí-nneiit, tax. interest or 
penalty: and u’l laws iu force at the ad op' ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in lull force und effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes agaiuM railroad property 
hereunder, shnll be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earning», to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided. for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

1S8S,” the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the

Number One,” and the ballots used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,’’ and the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon.
